We have not had a chance in this 
column to comment on the recent 
UIL ruling that places Hamlin 
along with Anson in (Tass A next 
year. 
While this change has been a 
blow to the ego for most of us, it 
may 
tx* much 
better 
for 
the 
youngsters who have to do the 
competing Sometimes as adults 
we lose sight of what the whole 
athletic program is all about 
One thing that most people do not 
seem 
to 
understand 
is 
that 
Hamlin s enrollment did not drop 
so much that it put us in (Tass A lt 
was the raising of the number of 
students needed to stay in (Tass 
AA. Under last year s and this 
year's rules, Hamlin would have 
remained in AA for the next two 
years. But when the UIL raised the 
bottom limit from 235 to 240 it 
caught us. Hamlin s average 
enrollment for the past two years 
was 237.45 
Many people seem to think that 
because Hamlin has dropped back 
in Class A that our town is about to 
blow away. This is not necessarily 
the case. Haskell has about 1,000 
more people than Hamlin and has

Mr Gray, a lumber man in 
Colorado City, had moved 
here in 1906 as the town was 
tieing established and built 
the first lum beryard located 
behind the present Frank s 
Department Store 
A make shift hotel had been 
built on main street and he 
and his family which then 
included three children lived 
there until he built the home 
that is now owned by the

about the sam e as Stam ford but 
has been in Class A for two years 
now. We understand that Stamford 
only has about 20 more students 
than is required to stay in Class 
AA. 
The fact that Hamlin has been on 
top in the present AA district they 
are in for the past three years and 
in contention again this year has 
made it hard to accept being 
dropped back to Class A. But over 
the long haul it is difficult for 
schools in the bottom half of any of 
the brackets to compete with the 
schools in the upper half. 
Next year Class AA will include 
schools with average enrollm ents 
varying from 240 to 549. If you 
figure that half of these students 


are girls and that about half of the 
boys do not take part in athletics, it 
is not hard to see that the sm aller 
schools m ust be blessed with ex­ 
ceptional talent to compete with 
the larger schools. 


The breakdown for the 
UIL 
classifications for the next two 
years will be Conference B, up to 
124 students; Conference A, 125 to 
239; Conference AA. 240 to 549; 
Conference AAA, 550 to 1,219; and 
Conference A A AA, 1,220 and up. 


As we said earlier, the whole 
program is for the youngsters, but 
it still needs the support of the fans 
and this is where the problems will 
come in. Many of the schools in the 
new district just do not have the 
facilities to handle the crowds that 
Hamlin usually takes to games.

We understand that Stamford 
only has about 20 more students 
than is required to stay in Class 
AA. 
The fact that Hamlin has been on 
top in the present AA district they 
are in for the past three years and 
in contention again this year has 
made it hard to accept being 
dropped back to Class A. But over 
the long haul it is difficult for 
schools in the bottom half of any of 
the brackets to compete with the 
schools in the upper half. 
Next year C lass AA will include 
schools with average enrollments 
varying from 240 to 549. If you 
figure that half of these students 


are girls and that about half of the 
boys do not take part in athletics, it 
is not hard to see that the smaller 
schools must be blessed with ex­ 
ceptional talent to compete with 
the larger schools. 


The breakdown 
for the 
UIL 
classifications for the next two 
years will be Conference B, up to 
124 students; Conference A, 125 to 
239; Conference AA, 240 to 549; 
Conference AAA, 550 to 1,219; and 
Conference A AAA, 1,220 and up. 


As we said earlier, the whole 
program is for the youngsters, but 
it still needs the support of the fans 
and this is where the problems will 
come in. Many of the schools in the 
new district just do not have the 
facilities to handle the crowds that 
Hamlin usually takes to games. 
But maybe with Haskell. Rotan and 
Hamlin in the same district some of 
the other schools will see their 
gates grow to the point that they 
will consider enlarging some of 
their facilites.
